EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


The Arrival of Melville and his Com- 
rades—Warm Reception by Friends 
—How Noras Parted From Ais Com- 
panionus in the Arctic. 

New York, September 14. 

Engineer George W. Melville and 
seamen Wm. Noras and Wm. Ninder- 
man, survivors of the Jeannette, ar- 
rived to-day. Acting under instruct- 
ions from the Navy Department Com- 
modore Upsher prepared to receive 
the brave party with all honors. On the 
tug, besides Mr. Jaques, were Alexan- 
der Melville, brother of the famons 
engineer, Mrs. Demorest, their sister, 
and ber two daughters, and many 

naval officers, with Captain J. A. 

Wolten, father-in-law of the lamented 

De Long. The steamship Parthia, 
bearing Melville and party, was met 
dewn the bay, and as Melville’s broad 
smiliog face was discovered by those 
on the tug, they set up a shout of, 


There's Melville! God bless Eim!“ 
The passengers started the song, 
“Home Again, which was taken up 
all over the ship. Melville was soon 
on board the United States tug and 
made haste to the pilot-house, where 
the ladies of the parfy were seated. 
His sister and nieces were warmly 
embraced by him and everybody in 
the pilot-house wept as Melville ob- 
bed convulsively and held his sister to 
his breast. He sat for a few moments 
with his relatives and listened to their 
attempts to utter words of welcome. 
He patted his stalwart brother on the 
back and affectionately called him 
„Sandy.“ Some of the more active of 
the Parthia’s passengers had climbed 
into the rigging, and were shouting, 
„Give us Melville!” Several held 
aloft bottles of champagne. Melville 
stepped out of the pilot- house and en- 
countered Captain Wolten, the aged 
and grief-stricken father-in-law of 
the late Lieutenant De Long. Capt. 
Wolten grasped Melville'e hands, and 
after saying somethiog in an under- 
tone, wept like a child. Melville 
steadied himself against the pilot- 
house, and covering his face with his 
brawny hand, seemed thoroughly over- 
come. Tears filled the eyes of all 
who witnessed this scene, and among 
che spectators were many of the Par- 
thia’s passengers. When they had 
dried their eyes some one onthe steam- 
ship proposed three cheers for Mel- 
ville. The response was enthasiastic 
and emphatic. Ninderman and 
Noras, who were with Melville, seem 
anxious tv escape observation. 

The Times has the following: On 
the steamer Melville was introduced 
to the reporters, and when asked 
whether he desired to communicate 
with the public upon any point of spe- 
cial interest, he said: “No, not at this 
time. The whole matter of the condi- 
tion of the Jeannette, the trip aud the 
results. is to be investigated by a 
naval court of inquiry, aud I am not 
allowed to say anything until examined 
by that court. There everything wil! 
be made plain.” Here a naval officer 
interrupted him with, Lou know, 
of course, that Congress has appointed 
a special committee to investigate the 
matter?’ es answered Melville. 
At this point several members of the 
committee began to shout, “Here Mel- 
ville, come here. Don’t you say any- 
thing. Vou've said quite enough.” 
And one of the committee seized him 
by the coat collar aod hastily with- 
drew him from the society of the rep- 
resentatives cf the newspapers. These 
gentlemen protested that they had no 
desire toseek information which should 
only be given to a court or committee 
of investigation. The naval officer 
stated that Melville has the Jeannette’s 
log and the private log of Lieutenant 
De Long, and the last written instruc- 
tions to him; and, in fact, that he is 
prepared at a proper time to repeat 
De Long’s last words to him. After - 
ward Melville said to the reporters 
that he bad no intention of being rude, 
but that he was about tosay when 
taken from their society that he had 
determined to make no statement con- 
cerning the Jeannette until an official 
investigation was made. He had 
nothing to say concerning Lieutenant 
Danenhower or anybody else at this 
time. He was satisfied that he had 
done his duty.

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Cooking Fish in Clay. 

Fish cooked in clay are said to be 
very delicious. To do it is as follows: 
After preparing, cover the fish with 
clay two inches thick, and throw it in- 
toa hot fre, The clay hardens almost 


instantly, and the fish in its tough oven 
bakes through and through, retaining 
all its juices. The clay is then poked 
out of the fire, cooled with a dish of 
water, and a sharp stroke with a stick 
separates it from the fish. The fish’s 
skin peels off with the clay, and the 
dish is ready. Brown bread and po- 
tatoes constitute the rest of the meal. 
A little experience will enable one to 
cook a fish perfectly in this way.
